it was kno wn that rich depo sits lay un­ 
tapped in the fro zen wastes o f no rthern 
Quebec. Getting at them seemed a remo te 
dream. 
Yet just a few day s ago , the dream was 
realized. The first trainlo ads o f o re were 
hauled 3 6 0 miles so uth o v er a line that had 
been painfully hacked o ut o f the wilder­ 
ness. At the rail terminus o f Sev en Islands 
o n the St. Lawrence Riv er, the o re was 
dumped into o cean-go ing v essels fo r ship­ 
ment to American steel mills at Philadel­ 
phia and Baltimo re. 
Later o n, a go o d share o f the o re will be 
put abo ard lake barges fo r transpo rt to 
Great Lakes steel centers. When the St, 
Lawrence seaway is dev elo ped, bigger v es­ 
sels can handle the lake traffic. 
By 19 5 7 , the flo w' o f iro n o re fro m the 
Ungav a regio n will appro ach 10 millio n 
to ns a y ear. The to tal reserv e there is a 
staggering two billio n to ns, eno ugh to fight 
fo ur wars the size o f Wo rld War II. 
This co untry can be thankful that so 
bo untiful a sto re lies within the pro tectio n 
o f No rth America’s co ntinental limits. The 
o pening o f this field is tantamo unt to tak­ 
ing o ut a new insurance po licy against the 
hazards o f enemy depredatio n. 
Tho ugh Baltimo re and Philadelphia are 
being serv ed fro m Ungav a by co astwise 
shipping, in time o f war the Quebec o re 
presumably co uld be shipped mo stly by 
rail to eastern centers— ho wev er much the 
co st. 
This reserv e plus new pro ductio n 
o f 
American o res fro m lo w-grade taco nite in 
the o nce-rich Minneso ta regio n co uld go 
far to ward feeding the U. S. industrial 
machine in an emergency . Obv io usly it 
wo uld be harder to pro tect o v er-water sup­ 
ply lines fro m newly dev elo ped o re fields in 
Venezuela. 
Tribute sho uld be paid to the men who 
made Ungav a a reality . So me $25 0 millio n 
was spent. The pro ject’s managers o r­ 
ganized the biggest civ ilian airlift in his­ 
to ry to bring in co nstructio n materials, 
fo o d and o ther items fo r the 6 ,000 wo rkers 
who built the mining site, laid do wn the 
railro ad and erected po rt facilities. 
This was a no table ex ample o f free enter­ 
prise at its mo st energetic and imaginativ e. 
We canno t fo rget that befo re a dream can 
be realized, it must be dreamt. Men like 
Secretary o f the Treasury Geo rge Hum­ 
phrey , a Clev eland industrialist, and J ules 
R. Timmins had the v isio n to see Ungav a’s 
po tentialities. 
So lo ng as pro jects o f this so rt can be 
bro ught to fulfillment, Americans indus­ 
trial greatness is secure.

The n ew figures which emerge in so man y 
places these d ay s upon our con sciousn ess an d in to 
history were* n ot born y esterd ay . To un d erstan d 
them it is n ecessary to search out their pasts; 
their id eas as stud en ts; their political associa­ 
tion s; their train in g. On ly then can we un d erstan d 
who it is with whom we d eal because the mature 
man is on ly an old er boy . 
For in stan ce. I hav e n ev er been able to un d er­ 
stan d Gen eral George Marshall’s lack of kn owl­ 
ed ge of Chin ese person alities sin ce he was in 
Tien tsin , as the executiv e officer of the 15th In ­ 
fan try , from 1924-27 when he was a lieuten an t 
colon el. This was the period of the un ion between 
the Kuomin tan g an d the Commun ists, lead in g to 
the split d urin g Christmas week of 1926-27. These 
were y ears of rev olution , of civ il wartare; of the 
marchin g of troops an d of protectiv e measures 
taken by foreign troops, in clud in g the 15th In ­ 
fan try . The Un ited States sen t ad d ition al Marin es 
to protect American liv es an d property un d er 
Gen eral Smed ley Butler an d some were station ed 
in Tien tsin an d n earby Pekin g. The origin al lead ­ 
er of the Chin ese Commun ists was Chen Tu-shiu 
who was replaced by Chu Teh an d Mao Tze-tun g 
an d Li-Lih-san . Surely , Gen eral Marshall, when 
he was in Tien tsin , read at least the local n ews­ 
papers prin ted in En glish, which gav e full ac­ 
coun ts of these ev en ts. Chou En -lai, when he was 
in Chin a in those y ears, liv ed in Tien tsin . 
Similarly , it is aston ishin g that Ho Chi Min h 
is mad e out to be a man ot my stery . In those 
same y ears, that is between 1924-27, he spen t 
con sid erable time with the Chin ese Commun ists 
in Can ton an d in the d riv e n orthward . His origi­ 
n al n ame was Nguy en Ai Quoc an d he is an 
An n amite. Sin ce boy hood he has been a rev olu­ 
tion ist, spen d in g man y y ears abroad in Chin a, 
En glan d an d Fran ce. He actually join ed the Com­ 
mun ist Party in Paris, an d was sen t to Moscow 
in 1923 for an in d octrin ation course w'hich is es­ 
sen tial for all Commun ists who are to become 
lead ers in their own coun tries. He was, for a time, 
in 1924, employ ed in the Sov iet con sulate in Bos­ 
ton , a position which is to be explain ed by the 
fact that man y importan t Commun ists are citizen s 
n ot on ly of their own coun tries but of Sov iet Rus­ 
sia as well. Most of the y ears between 1924 an d 
1930, he spey t in Asia, prin cipally Chin a an d 
Siam, workin g for the Rev olution . 
The Viet Min h mov emen t, which Ho Chi Min h 
head s, started as a un ited fron t operation d e­ 
sign ed to brin g together all elemen ts in In d o­ 
chin a, con serv ativ e, liberal, an d Commun ists in 
an an ti-Fren ch effort to en d colon ialism. It was 
n aturally popular, as the Fren ch hav e alway s 
been d isliked in In d ochin a, an d receiv ed support 
from man y an ti-Commun ist elemen ts. Few real­ 
ized . at first, that it was a Commun ist mov emen t, 
d irected by the Third In tern ation al an d that Ho 
had been especially train ed for it. 
With such a history , it is d ifficult to un d er­ 
stan d why the Un ited States Office of Strategic 
Serv ices employ ed Ho Chi Min h as an agen t. The 
OSS was d esign ed to establish a super-in telli­ 
gen ce agen cy to prov id e our-gov ern men t with 


i correct in formation on all subjects. How could 
I Ho Chi Min h prov id e correct in formation when 
J he was an agen t of Sov iet Russia, who had 
! worked for the Kremlin in Fran ce, the Un ited

n ist rev olution in In d ochin a? The OSS has been 
accused of hav in g been in filtrated by Commun ists 
an d the CIA has been accused of retain in g too 
man y OSS employ es.

the reason why Commun ists were employ ed by it.

The blame for d elin quen cy in child ren has 
been v ariously ascribed to “bad compan ion s,” 
“poor hered ity ,” “broken homes,” “poor recrea­ 
tion facilities.” Now a theory , at least n ew to 
most of us, has been un d er close stud y an d some 
remarkable fin d in gs hav e been mad e. This is that 
it is the paren ts who, sometimes un wittin gly in ­ 
d irectly en courage the child in his wron gd oin g. 
Drs. A. M. John son of the May o Clin ic an d 
S. A. SZUrek, Un iv ersity of Californ ia School of 
Med icin e tells us that they hav e mad e stud ies of 
d elin quen t child ren in apparen tly “n ormal” fam­ 
ilies of good reputation for the past 10 y ears an d 
hav e con clud ed it is a d efect in the make-up of 
the paren ts that has led to much wron gd oin g on 
the part of their child ren . We must remember, 
also, that these child ren were n ot from slum areas 
or from juv en ile “gan gs.” Such an tisocial behav ior 
as fire-settin g, stealin g an d truan cy was con sid ­ 
ered . 
It was foun d that some paren ts, although 
scold in g a little or giv in g some light pun ishmen t 
to the bad child , were really obtain in g a certain 
satisfaction out of what the child was d oin g. The 
paren ts had themselv es impulses to wron gd oin g 
w'hich they succeed ed largely in con trollin g but 
when their child ren proceed ed to d o what they 
themselv es in ward ly un shed they had d on e, they 
were gratified . 
It was often foun d that there will be “scape 
goat” in some families, on e who will get blame 
for all the mischief d on e. This might be a y oun g 
, boy who w as born when a girl was bad ly wan ted 
or perhaps the y oun ger of two son s who on the 
surface resembles the .y oun ger of two un cles who 
was “spoiled an d n o good from the start.” An 
ad opted child may be particularly suitable to play 
such a role as the w'ron gd oin g can be blamed on 
“hered ity ” rather than to paren tal approv al. 
Paren ts who brin g their “bad ” child ren for 
treatmen t to the psy chiatrist often tell the story 
of their child ’s n aughtin ess with a little un con 
scious smile of approv al of their child ’s impulsiv e 
an d d arin g behav ior. Child ren are masters at the 
art of sen sin g approv al on the part of their pa­ 
ren ts, ev en if it is n ot put in to word s, an d will 
often risk the chan ce of pun ishmen t to please 
mother or father. Of course, the child d oes n ot 
un d erstan d why he is pun ished when he kn ows 
that the paren t is secretly pleased . For example, 
a father brought in his 6-y car-old boy who per­ 
sisted in run n in g away at frequen t in terv als. The 
father rightly feared for his son ’s safety d urin g 
these escapad es. Yet he was alway s greatly in ter­ 
ested in the stories the child had to tell each 
time he was foun d an d prompted the child to tell 
of his ad v en tures to the d octor, assistin g him 
when the child forgot a d etail. He was un aware 
apparen tly of his own thwarted d esire to trav el 
but the child was quick to see that his ad v en tures 
really pleased his fafher although he was pun ished 
for them. 
These research workers ad v ise paren ts to ex­ 
amin e closely their own feelin gs when a child 
misbehav es.

The m ost im portant are called 
the “ declining balance” method 
and the “sum of the years’ dig- 
i its” method. They sound frigh t-

Under the declining balance, 
first you figure the percentage 
deduction allowed each year un­ 
der the old law7. In the example 
above, that would be 10 per 
: cent. Then you double the per­ 
centage. In this example, you 
get 20 per cent.

Now7, for the first year, you 
deduct that percentage from the 
| total cost. Thus the first year

Under the “sum of the year’s 
digits” plan, the rate of deduc­ 
tions is a fraction. 
The denom­ 
inator of the fraction is constant 
i —the sum of all the numbers in 
the useful life. 
In the exam ple 
above, that w7ould be 1 plus 2 
plus 3 and so forth up to 10. 
That gives you a denominator of 
55. 
The num erator of the fraction 
starts w-ith the number of useful 
years, or 10. 
It declines by one 
number each year. 
Each year 
you apply this fraction to your 
total cost, to figure the deduc­ 
tion. 
Thus the first year your de­ 
duction in this example would be 
10/55ths of $10,000, or $1,8 18 . 
The second year it w7ould 
be 
9 /55ths of $10*000, or $1,636. The 
third year it would be 8 /59 ths, or 
$1,454; and so forth until the 
tenth year your deduction would 
be l/55th , or only $18 2. 
In this case, your deductions 
the first three years would total 
$4,908 . This com pares with $3,-

method—an additional deduction

If you’re in a 25 per 
cent bracket, that would be an 
actual tax cut of $477 the first 
three years.
